RAF Out Again 


LONDON, Jan. 29.—(Saturday) 
(P)—A powerful fleet of British 
bombers thundered toward Eu- 
rope again last night, following 
its attack against shattered 
Berlin Thursday night and an in- 
tensive daylight aerial offensive 
yesterday over northern France. 

During the daylight operations 
American Liberators, supported 
by Thunderbolts and lighter RAF 
forces, raided mystery targets in 
the Pas de Calais area, the portion 
of France closest to England, with- 
out the loss of a single American 
plane. 

London experienced a brief air 
raid alert tonight—its 700th of the 
war and seventh this year. The 
all-clear sounded within a short 
time and no gunfire was heard 
in the center of the city. 

Berlin still simmered among 
hundreds of fires from the RAF 
attack which drove home a 1.500- 
long-ton blow, one of‘a series of

3. Indian soldiers captured in 
Burma, with their hands tied be- 
hind their backs were “systemati- 
cally bayoneted from behind in 
turn, each man receiving appar- 
ently three bayonet thrusts.” 

4. A British officer captured in 
Burma “after being clubbed across 
the face with a sword” was tied 
to a stake and a rope was passed 
around his neck. “Only by raising

A Russian Responsibility 

Soviet Russia has declined, politely but firmly, an offer by the 
United States to act as arbitrator between that government and 
the Polish government-in-exile with headquarters in London. 

In one sense it is, perhaps, unfortunate that any problem 
should arise which cannot be settled by joint action of the three 
great powers engaged in the European war. It was to avoid 
unilateral decisions on policy that the Teheran conference was 
held. 

However, looking at the Russian-Polish question on completely 
logical lines, it is undeniable that the entire Polish issue is for 
Soviet decision. After all, neither this country nor Britain is in 
positfon to do anything but agree with whatever policy Moscow 
decides to follow in future dealings with the Poles. 

Poland adjoins the Russian border. Russian armies are already 
deep in old Poland and will, undoubtedly, sweep across the entire 
country and into Germany before the war is ended. We could 
not, if we would, successfully dispute anything Russia decides to 
do affecting Poland or any other of the small countries on her 


borders. 
And who can deny that Russia’s war record has earned for 


her full right to decide as she sees fit on any question involving 
her security from future attack? Certainly, affairs in the countries 
on Russia’s borders have vital bearing upon the future safety of

Poll Tax Payment Made Easy 

Despite the fact that their state, like Georgia, retains the poll 
tax, ingenious Alabamans are making every effort to prevent it 
from disenfranchising thousands of should-be voters. 

In Birmingham, for instance, Tax Collector J. W. Hamilton, in 
co-operation with the League of Women Voters, has set up sixteen 
booths in suburban drugstores and other centers where voters 
may pay their 1944 poll tax before the deadline February first, 
These outlying booths, where war workers—and others who would 
find it inconvenient to spend half a day atthe county courthouse 
—can pay their poll tax with a minimum of bother, will probably 
result in a record registration. 

The facilitating of poll tax payment thusly will undoubtedly 
result in a more ‘representative vote in Alabama’s forthcoming 
elections. And that, undeniably, is a goal for which every state 


should strive.

End Run 


Never was more complete analogy between the strategy of 
the football field and that of battle than revealed in the landings 
of Allied troops in the Nettuno region just south of Rome. 

For months the Allied forces facing the Germans along the 
mountainous front to the south have tried smashes through the 
center, off-tackle plays and other power plays, with only limited 
success. The play has been held almost to the center of the field 
with only inconsequential ground gaining toward the enemy goal 


line. 

Now, coming out of the huddle with perfect deception, the 
Allies pull a dazzling play around left end and, by that one play, 
carry the ball to what is tantamount to the two-yard line in 
enemy territory. It should be noted, too, that as the play 
happened, deception was so good that the enemy secondary was 
sucked into the center, leaving the vulnerable end unprotected. 

The entire strategy reveals the value of football experience 
in the sterner game of war. Further, it emphasizes the known 
‘habit of the German staff in scornfully dismissing Allied general- 
ship and strategy, as “stupid.” If they were not suffering from 
such a superiority complex, they would not have been caught 
napping. Which is all to the good. We can ask no greater 
advantage than that the enemy shall continue to consider us 


stupid.

After-the-War Ki tchens 


One of the after-the-war problems confronting the United 
States is that of the attitude of women, now working in munitions 
plants and commercial establishments, toward returning to their 
former activities in the home. Coupled with this is that of the 
servant problem, which has been very unsatisfactory for some 
years, and shows no signs of becoming better. 

Considering these problems, Irving W. Clark, manager of the 
Westinghouse Better Homes Department at Mansfield, Ohio, says 
that home planning for the future is being carried out with the 
idea of making household duties much easier, with special 
attention being given to making the postwar kitchen such a 
delight that it will be difficult to keep even the husbands out of it. 

“Working comfort rather than mere step-saving devices is the 
predominant idea,” Clark said. “Everything electrical will be 
available in the new kitchen, but this does not mean that the 
gas and coal stove kitchen will not be provided with a definite 
place where a woman can prepare a meal while seated comfortably, 
and every other appurtenance to make kitchen work as easy as 
possible.”

My dear Louise: 

I love this country of ours and 
hate to criticize it, for it seems 
like betraying my own family be- 
fore strangers; but there are 
things you should know, and it is 
better to learn from my telling 
than to learn the hard way. 

This republic—this so-called de- 
mocracy, with its theory of equal- 
ity, is a land of classes and class 
feeling and most of us are snobs. 

You see, democracy and equal- 
ity and freedom are new things 
in man’s history, and we haven't 
yet learned to make them work. 

For thousands of years, man- 
kind knew no system but that of 
master and man. There was al- 
ways a boss surrounded by boot- 
lickers who crowded close to share 
his glory and power and prosper- 
ity, and each of these courtiers 
was surrounded by humbler boot- 
lickers, and everybody feared 
those above him and bullied those 
farther down, At the bottom was 
the rabble. 

The rabble were walked on and 
kicked around by all of their bet- 
ters, and their common woe 
should have made them brothers. 
They were the great majority and 
could have won their freedom eas- 
ily by working together. But bru- 
tal treatment brutalized them. As 
their masters were cruel to them, 
so they were cruel to one another, 
the strong abusing the weak, and 
all of them courting the master’s 
pet or reviling one the master 
flogged. They always took their 
cue from above. 


Does that sound familiar? It is 


ithe snobbery we have inherited. 


It isn’t limited to social snobbery. 
The well-to-do look down on the 
unwashed poor; the educated look 
down on the illiterate; metropoli- 
tans look down on yokels: the 
righteous look down on the sinful. 

But this is really a land of op- 
portunity, so the humblest may 
climb from the bottom and be- 
come rich and powerful. Some 
who do it remember their former 
state and have compassion for the 
unfortunate, but most of them, be- 
ing snobs, try to forget their ori- 
gin and even invent fake family 
records and noble ancestors. They 
speak scornfully of the “lower 
class” and fawn upon those who 
were born rich. 


I thought of these things icday | 


when you said you had decided 
to be a school teacher. 

If you do, you will begin by 
teaching the lower grades. And 
whether you teach in a great city 
or in a backwoods rural section, 
your class will include the neatly 
dressed children of the well-to-do 
and the inadequately dressed and 
often inadequately washed chil- 
dren of the very poor. You will 
be tempted to be snobbish—to pet 
the clean ones and show scorn for 
the others—scorn they will feel. 
And if you do, I’ll come and skin 
you or rise and ha’nt you.

AID FOR DISABLED 
VETERANS 

(From the Dallas Morning News.) 
* Serious bureaucratic delay in 
giving needed attention to honor- 
ably discharged veterans of the 
present war is disclosed in the re- 
port of an American Legion sur- 
vey that covered 1,537 cases in 34 
states. The average delay was 
found to be three to four months, 
with a maximum of 11 months. 

To remedy this situation, the 
Legion has recommended that the 
armed services retain in their cus- 
tody all disabled men needing 
hospital or medical care, until 
they can be taken over by the 
Veterans’ Administration. This 
would keep them and their fami- 
lies from being thrown upon 
charity during the months in 
which their cases are being ad- 
justed. 

We cannot wait until after vic- 
tory has been achieved to tackle 
the problem of caring for diis- 
abled veterans. Men disabled in 
training or in combat already are 
coming back by the thousands, 
bringing with them little except 
their discharge papers. 

For those entitled to federal 
help, there is no excuse for a gap 
of months between the date of 
discharge and the beginning of 
aid.

Up in a Corner 


A Ghost Was Chuckling 


“She is registered for the science courses, 
leading to the degree of bachelor of science,” 
said Chancellor S. V. Sanford, “and it is now 
my pleasure to present her to you.” — 

A slim, handsome girl, very black of hair and a very nice-look- 
ing girl, indeed, stood up as applause broke over the University 
chapel at Athens. 

I thought I could hear a chuckle from away off up in the corner 
of the chapel because, of course, the ghost of Josiah Meigs was up 
there somewhere and this was his great-great-great-granddaughter 
come to the University of Georgia Thursday on the 159th anni- 
versary of the granting of the charter. 

Miss Ellen Austin Sawyer was the young lady and she looked 
very proud, as she should have been, to be standing there. 

I was off in a corner seat and it must have been up in that 
corner that the ghost of Josiah Meigs was looking down from be- 
cause, when she stood up and the applause died down, I thought 
I heard someone up in the corner say, in a sort of exultant tone, 
“Sciences, the chancellor said. Did you hear that, you long noses 
and humbugs? He said sciences. Did you hear it too, Tom?” the 
voice asked. 

So then I knew it had to be Josiah Meigs’ ghost talking because 
Meigs and Tom Jefferson were great friends. In facet, when the 
critics at last forced Josiah Meigs off the faculty and told him the 
only thing they’d permit him to do would be to pull the bell rope, 
it was Thomas Jefferson up in Virginia who got him a much better 
position than Meigs had ever had before. 

There was something of the long,

deep past in the University chapel. 


After all, 159 years are a lot of years in one way and not so many 
in another. Looking at the handsome young girl, enrolled as a 
freshman at the University where one of her ancestors had fought 
for a free hand in teaching, the years didn’t seem so many. 

Pope Brock, Atlanta attorney and distinguished alumnus, spoke 
of it in his address: 

“His (Abraham Baldwin) influence with his legislative col- 
leagues, reinforced by his faith in the worth of his measure, could 
get for .the new University no more than land . .. equivalent to 
$4,000 in cash was the price the government of this state was pre- 
pared to venture in a new experiment in college education. Fif- 
teen years were to go by before teacher and pupil met... when 
its founder died on March 4, 1807, this institution still was fighting 
for existence ... as late as 1819 the issue was one of survival rather 
than prestige. Money was the essential lack and this lack proved 
decisive in prolonging years of infancy and adolescence.” 

You realized then the years had been long and the going hard. 
You thought that even now there were those who would destroy 
the University’s usefulness if they could by making it into their 
own idea of what education should be—by forcing it into a mould 
of demagogic thought and restriction. 

It was comforting, though, to see in the chapel the men and 
women who had come from all over the state to be present for 
the occasion. Men and women do have an affection for the uni- 
versity which they attend. You knew, looking at them, they, and 
thousands more like them, would fight always to keep the Univer- 
sity free to teach the truth. : 

Pope Brock was asking that they go back, a little, toward the 
spirit of Baldwin and Meigs and to make of the University a place 
where the subjects which discipline mind and spirit, mathematics, 
languages, the sciences, are emphasized and stressed to a higher 
degree. 

You heard him, you saw the candles burning for the birthday, 
159 of them; you saw the four great faculty men, each of whom 
had taught more than 50 years at the University; you saw the proud 
wife of another present for her husband who was too ill to come. 

You knew, then, that while the people must always be on guard 
to protect education, that it would be protected and that the prog- 
ress of human thought and liberty would not be halted.

Have You Ever Heard 
Of Kabambary Batile? 


In these days of warfare on so many battle- 
fronts in such scattered areas of the globe, when 
news dispatches give us, day after day, new place 
names to puzzle over and to locate, if we can, 
on the maps, we have grown familiar with many out-of-the-way spots. 
Tiny islands in the Pacific, islands not one out of a million of us 
had heard of before, become known by name to every breakfast 
table in America, Russian villages become the focal points of hot 
arguments between dining room strategists in every restaurant 
of the land. 

The other day, doing a little informative reading, I saw a name, 
though, which, by the very oddness of its spelling, stood out from 
the page as though printed in larger type. It was the name “Ka- 
bambary.” And, reading on, I learned that a very important victory 
had been won at the Battle of Kabambary, fought in 1894, on 
January 24, almost exactly a half century ago. 

The victors fought under the banner of Belgium, led by a young 
officer of the Belgian army named Georges Dhanis. There were 
few white men among Dhanis’ troops, however. For the most 
part they were African natives, of the Congo. 

The defeated were led by a notorious Arab, Tippo-Tip by nick- 
name, and consisted of savage warrior tribes, many of them canni- 
bals, induced to join his cause by clever tribal politics manipulated 
by Tippo-Tip. 

It was the result of that battle that makes it so important. For 
it forever smashed the iniquitous slave trade which had been pur- 
sued by the Arabs in the Congo regions for centuries. It lifted 
horror from a land equal in territory to all the United States east 


of the Mississippi. 
CARAVANS OF DEATH Most of the Arab slave hunters 


operated from Zanzibar, an island 
off the east coast of Africa. Their expeditions would penetrate 
deep into the Congo, seeking ivory and slaves. They destroyed 
entire villages and tribes, killing all those they did not think strong 
enough for the long march back to the coast and Zanzibar. 

They shackled their wretched captives, men and women, and 
chained them together in long lines, single file. The chains circled 
their necks. 

Estimates were that three-fourths of these poor wretches died 
on the march, before reaching the coast.. If they became too weak 
to travel, and to carry the ivory tusks upon their heads, the Arabs 
coldly and methodically speared them to death. Half of the long 
slave lines would be women who, many of them, in addition to the 
heavy ivory tusk balanced on their heads, carried babies upon their 
backs. When a woman became too weak to carry both tusk and 
child, the baby was speared and tossed aside into the jungle. 

The Belgian forces, under Georges Dhanis, waged a campaign 
for several years until the decisive victory was won at Kabambary. 

But that victory broke the back of Arab power and marked the 
beginning of a better era for the poor Africans of the Congo. 
BRUTALITY IS OLD It is interesting, sometimes, to look back 

over such unsavory portions of history 
and thus to realize that man’s inhumanity to man has been one of 
the most common and revolting stories of all time. , 

Yet, even after reading of the wholesale torture and slaughters 
perpetrated by the terroristic conquerors of past ages, you will find 
no story of sheer, wanton brutality any worse, if as bad, as the 
record of German Nazism and Prussian Junkerism. With all our 
vaunted progress and civilization, it has remained for our own age 
to write a page of history that carries a deeper stain of crimson 
than any other. 

If the bond you buy in this Fourth War Loan can help to shorten, 
by one second, the reign of brute power by Nazi or by Jap, it would 
be worth the price even though you never saw the money again.

WESTBROOK 
PEGLER 
Kaiser Right 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—At some 
recent proceedings before a con- 
gressional body in Washington, 
Henry Kaiser was criticized for 
dealing with a union representa- 
tive who-had caused strikes and 
slowdowns in important aircraft 
production. The man had been 
shown to be a liar on his oath and 
otherwise crooked and had 
changed his identity several times. 
A more evil and dangerous man 
in a position of such power to ob- 
struct the war effort of a patri- 
otic people to the peril of their 
sons and of the nation could not 
be imagined. He had admitted 
before a congressional committee 
that he was ruthless, utterly self- 
ish and, in round numbers, a 
rogue. ’ 

One member remarked that Mr. 
Kaiser did not have to deal with 
such a man and Mr. Kaiser re- 
plied, with great restraint, “I dis- 
agree with you.” 


He Was Right 


Mr. Kaiser, unfortunately, was 
right. Under the laws passed by 
congress and by the failure of 
congress to amend and supple- 
ment those laws, any employer, 
whether he is engaged in war 
work or private industry, must 
meet and negotiate with the agent 
of his employes no matter how 
that agent acquired his authority 
and regardless of his character. 
He may be a known criminal, he 
may have muscled his way into 
power, but congress, itself, has 
said that the employer must nego- 
tiate with him. And congress 
also has said that the government 
must recognize him as a legiti 
mate representative of labor and 
may not inquire into his character 
or challenge his credentials. 

This state of affairs obviously 
leaves the employer, the public, 
the warriors and the workers in a 
helpless position. 

Congress has refused to lay 
down any rules governing the in- 
ternal conduct of unions, whether 
the election of their officers, the 
method of voting on strikes or 
other issues, the punishment of 
members for indiscipline or their 
persecution for opposing corrupt 
leadership, or the control of union 
funds. It is true that the house 
of representatives has a good rec- 
ord of several honest attempts to 
reform this situation but the fact 
remains that congress as a whole 
must take the’ responsibility for 
the validity of Mr. Kaiser’s an- 
swer: “I disagree with you.”

Far from protecting the people 
from union corruption and sabo- 
tage and manifestations of Fas- 
cism and national Socialism by 
unions in collusion with the gov- 
ernment, congress has even au- 
thorized government agencies to 
compel employers to drive citi- 
zens into unions against their will 
and to make them stay in good 
standing. y authority of con- 
gress and default of reform, 
thousands of workers on vital war 
jobs are forbidden to produce to 
the limit of their normal ability 
while the President and secretary 
of war call for conscription of all 
able-bodied men and women up to 
65 to redress a mythical labor 
shortage. This demand for con- 
scription of labor was intended 
to prevent strikes of which there 
have been 5,438 in two years 
since Pearl Harbor, according to 
a figure from the Iron Age ac- 
cepted as authentic by a special 
committee of the house in the ab- 
sence of reliable data from the 
Department of Labor which can- 
not be relied on to tell the truth.

_ This incident proved to be the author’s undoing. Mr. Hopkins 
immediately denied authorship of the letter and asked the FBI to 
investigate. After an exhaustive inquiry, a federal grand jury here 
has just returned indictments against one George N. Briggs, sus- 
pended assistant to Secretary of Interior Harold L. Ickes and a 
former associate of Sparks in the Frank N. Gannett Campaign for 
the Republican nomination four years ago. 


Briggs has been revealed by the grand jury as the culprit who 
forged Hopkins’ name to the letter. He and Gerald W. Movius, 
secretary to isolationist Senator Gerald P. Nye, of North Dakota 
rewrote the book for Sparks. ; 


Before the revelations were made about the forgery, other 
Willkie haters seized upon the book as offering the basis of de 
mands for a senate investigation of the crackpot charges it con- 
tained. Senator William Langer, another North Dakotan who be 
ree to a Nye school of isolationism, offered a formal resolution 
o this end. 


The Willkie haters were planning a field day at the Indiana 
man’s expense. It was spoiled by the exposure which the grand 
jury has made of the fraud and fakery which went into the writing 
of the book.

provided the materials. 

The book does not appear on any best-seller list, but letters re- 
seived by Mr. Willkie from persons who have received a copy with- 
out requesting it is evidence enough that somebody is putting up 
a sizable piece of money for its distribution. 

Here ought to be material enough for the senate to sink its teeth 
into. It has formed the habit of investigating everything else under 
the sun. Why not something to improve the moral tone of our politi- 
cal campaigns, which traditionally are tainted with the greatest 
abuses of veracity and deception? 

Besides, the public has a right to expect that the fakers and the 
frauds be exposed wherever they raise their heads, and irrespective 
of party. It would be certain to have a highly beneficial effect.

To Play Again 

JACKSON, Miss., Jan. 28.—(/P) 
The house committee on univer- 
sity and colleges today passed a 
senate-approved concurrent reso- 
lution memoralizing the state 
board of college trustees to re- 
instate intercollegiate football at 
Ole Migs and Mississippi State 
College. 

One important house commit 
tee amendment adds Mississippi 
Southern College, Hattiesburg, in 
the resolution directed to the 
board of trustees. Spokesmen pre 
dict that the resolution as amend- 
ed will pass both the house and 
senate. 

MAJOR KINKS REMAIN 

Several major kinks must be 
ironed out before the three Mis- 
Sissippi schools will be able to 
play schedules in 1944, however. 
No action is expected to be taken 
by the board of trustees before 
May when Governor Thomas L. 
Bailey will appoint 12 new mem- 
bers to the 15-man board. 

If the board waits until May to 
direct schools under its jurisdic- 
tion to resume intercollegiate ath- 
letics it will be difficult for the 
institutions to schedule suitable 
opponents and organize coaching 
staffs, which have been drained 
by the armed services. 

Head Coaches Allyn McKeen, of 
Mississippi State, and Harry 
Mehre, of Ole Miss, are the only 
mentors now at the two schools 
who were on the coaching staffs 
before the war. The Mississippi 
Southern staff is likewise under- 
manned, 

STATE LOSING ITS STARS 

Believed to be one of the major 
reasons for urging the return of 
football to the Mississippi schools 
this fall is the fact that out-of- 
state colleges are making a “happy 
hunting ground” out the state by 
recruiting Mississippi prep stars. 
Many schools over the country are 
seeking the football services of 
Dinkey Bowen, Greenville: Shorty 
McWilliams, Meridian, and Terry 
Tiblier, Jackson, an other out- 
standing boys in the prep league 
the past season, according to re. 
liable sources. 

The present board of trustees 
voted to discontinue all intercol- 
legiate athletics at the state 
schools after the 1942 faotball 
season. Both Ole Miss and Mis- 
sissippi State were ranked as na- 
tional grid powers at the time of 
the “quit-play” order. 

Sources around the capitol city 
indicate that as soon as the legis- 
lature completes action on the res- 
olution an attempt will be made 
to have the present board of 
trustees direct the state schools 
to play football this fall.

Dempsey missed a hard right and Firpo 
retaliated with a murderous right hand that sent Dempsey spinning 
through the ropes and into a mass of typewriters on the press row 
below the ring. 


Rice explains the incident. 
“Here is the exact truth about what happened in the 


famous first round when Dempsey was knocked out of the 
ring. 
“Just before the fight started, I moved my seat over next 
to the wire and Jack Lawrence, who was working with me 
for the New York Herald Tribune, took my place. When 
‘Dempsey was bowled through the ropes, he fell upon Jack 
Lawrence's typewriter. There was no effort to shove Demp- 
sey back into the ring, outside of the primitive instinct that 
one has to put up his hands in protection against a falling 
body. This, of course, was a natural reaction. At the time, 
I was less than five feet away from the action that took 
place.” 
There were many explanations afterwards, few eyes seeing it 
the same way. owing to the excitement and the fact that people 
were on their feet. And it was later charged Dempsey was helped 


back into the ring. 


Once back in the ring, a dazed Dempsey stayed away from 


Firpo until his head cleared. 


The South American made the mis-
